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SEVEN LIVES LOST.

An Tnglish Ship Wrecked on Vanconver's
Islnnd —Terrible Suffering of the Crew.

SEATTLE, Wash,, Jan. 18.—Ten days
of suffering from ecold and privation
on o rocky blaff, during which time
seven of the crew, including the cap-
tain and mate, met their denth, and
the other mate and seamen met with
terrible acceidents, tells the tale of the
wrecking of the bly four-masted Bng-
lish ship Jeantee Cownn on Vancouver
island, otherwise known as the Done-
vard of the Pacific ocean. This fright-
ful news was brought to this eity this
afternoon by the tug Tyee, which had
but a few hours before lunded 14 mem-
bers of the ill-fated crew at Port
Townsend. The officers of the tug tell
a most hurrowing story of the wreck
and of the condition of the ecrew and
of its surroundings as found by them.

The vessel struck New Year's day.
Capt. Thompron died severaldoys after
the ship struck the reef, and the cook
and an able senman and the man who
ran the donkey engine died the fol-
lowing day, the latter Lecoming vio-
lently insane. The olher three men
who lost their lives were the second
mate nnd two apprentice boys. Nine
members of the erew were left on the
shore in a cabin nbont a nile north of
the place where the ship went on the
reef.,

The tug Tyee first sichted the
wrecked ship on Saturday afternoon,
She was plainly outlined on the shore
of Vancouver island und could not be
mistaken. No sign of the erew ecould
be seen on the shore. The sea was
running pretty high at the time the
tug hove to, but two boats were low-
ered and a start made for the ship,
which was standiog up majestically,
her lower topsail set and straigrht on
to the westward., The stern was higrh
in the nir and the rudder broken square
in two.

A portion of the erew could be seen
on top of a high bluff, on which a tent
had bLeen pitched. A right et the
guze of thé rescuers that wiil never be
forgotten for years to come. Seated
about a fire were 13 men all wearing
an expression of utter hopelessness
and misery. First Mate Charles Le-
gall, who was lashed to a boatswain's
chair, suffering from n fractured leg,
told Mate Hall, of the Tyee, the story
of the disaster. He said the Cowan
came from Cape Town, South Africa,
for Royal Roands, B. C., and was 108
days out when she reached Cape Flat-
tery on December 19, There was a ter-
rible storm off the cape and the vessel
stood off the cape two days before
trying to come in. Then slie was
driven quickly to the northward by a
strong southwest wind and sought
shelter in the treacherous walers of
Barclay sound to avoid being driven
ashore on some exposed point. The
sound afforded but little shelter, and
she was driven on the rocks at high
tide. This was two o'clock on the
morning of December 31, and n snows
storm was coming on. The shipseemed
to be breaking in two and it was de-
cided to leave her at once, and with
the aid of a line made fast ashore the
entire crew was taken off.

COOLING DOWN.

The Stress of Feellng Between England
and Germany Growing Leas.

Loxpox, Jan. 13 —Interest in the
Transvaal question in its immediate
bearings has revived to an appreciable
extent, while the incidental straining
of relations between Great Britain
and Germany, which so completely
placed the Boers in the buckground of
the picture for a time, has in its turn
receded, but by no means disappeared.
There is little apprehension of war
with Germany, over the present com-
plientions at least, and the DBritish
public has a reassuring sense that if
there is to be war, England is ready
for it. The prompt and cficient meas-
ures of the naval authorities and the
formidable show of strength that is
the result, give John Bull a feeling of
confidence. There are no further ex-
plicit announcements of movements
looking to an alliance of the powers
against Eogland to-day. Neverthe-
less, it is keenly perceived by the pub-
lic that the sentiment displayed by the
German government has o far wider
bearing than the present dispute in
the Transvaal, and there are visions of
future complications on questions of
conflicting interests,

A dispatech received from sources
symputhetic with the Transvaul gov-
ernment in Johannesburg last night
asserts the plot for Dr. Jumeson's raid
and the coincident uprising of the
Uitlanders was the most shameful in
history. The blackest part of the plot,
the dispatch asserts, wus the intention
of the agents of the Chartered South
Africa Co. to set loose the savages to
invade the Transvanl from all points
and to kill every white man. It had
been engupged that all over Bouth Af-
rica provisional stations should be
erected on the lines of the route, and
the points had been fixed, The abject
was to destroy Pretoria and to present
England e fiat accompli before anv in-
terference could rench them. Sketehes
of Pretorin and of the Rund made Ly
military men have, it is suid, been
scizged. This story, however, is de-
nounced in London as a gross exagger-
ation,

Peany, Ok, Jan. 18 —Conservative
people of this place fear trouble be-
tween the white and black roces. Ao
cording to the decision of the court
schools were opened for admission of
all races and color. The fight haa
been going on for three months. The
school board voted a few days ago
to suspend schools, but the colored
people sued out a writ of mandamus
compelling the board to open them
aganin, This was supported by people
who preferred mixed schools to none,
80 the board was compelled to recons
sider its nction and to-day the publie
schools of the eity will contain both
whites and blacks., Several white men
declare they will lkeep their ehildren
from school, nor will they send them
where colored children attend. Col-
ored people are firm aod trouble is ex-
pecied.

The ¢eremony was performed at No,
24 East 724 street, the home of the
bride. Miss Smith, Mrs. Vanderbilt's
sister, and a few personal friends were
present. Almost immediately after the
couple had been married they left the
honse, and, it is understood, sturted
for Marblehouse at Newport,

Perry Belmont is 40 years old and is
a son of the late financier, August Bel-
mwont, and a grandson of Commodores
Perry. He inherited a large fortune
from his father, and has long been n
conspicuous fijure socinlly in
York.

carried ont to the letter,and that all the
bonds will be subseribed for. The ad-
ministration has the power, he says,
to muake the loan a success, and it
means to exercise it. What Mr. Car-
lisle seems to mean by this is that the
banks will take the bLonds and will
give the treasury gold to maintain the
redemption fund in case it is needed
between now and February 5.

Loulslana Mob Sets Fire to an Houseboat
and Marders the Oecupants.

New Onveaxs, Jan. 18 —TPatrick
Morris and his wife met with a terri-
ble fate at midnight last night. They
lived in a flatboat a few miles above
the city on the opposite bank of the
river. On account of their difference
in color, as well as the charge

that they kept a disorderly place,
there has been o growing
sentiment agrainst them. 'They
were sitting up in  their Dboat,

when a body of men came down and
set fire to the hull. They sought
refugre on the shore, and as soon as
they made their appearance thev were
riddled with bullets. The woman was
killed outrizht, but the man fell erip-
pled, and the two were burned to
ashes with the boat.

A COMMERCIAL WAR.

Merchants Countermand
for German Goods,

BerpLiN, Jan. 13.—Letters from Eng-
lish firms, addressed to their German
correspondents, countermanding or-
ders for goods have been published in
the German papers. In consequence,
the German press urges the adoption
of retalintory measures and calls upon
the merchants to unite together and
pledge themselves not to purchase
British goods.
